Not long ago a Hon ftnuer wbo was 
exhibiting In a Gennnn <irou» In Hol¬ 
land attracted Immense t rowd* at ev¬ 
ery performance by doing w but seemed 
to be the most daring of nets In the 
lions' cage. He would climb Into the 
cage with great pieces of meat and 
throw it to the roaring liens fo. The 
moment they had leaped upon it be 
would spring among them and pat bis 
foot on it. Tbe animals would growl 
furiously, and then. Just as tbe specta¬ 
tors were all waiting bra*thtaatay. ex¬ 
pecting that the beasts would tear him 
to pieces, they would shrink back, 
cowed. After be had repeated this ex¬ 
citing act for many days an English¬ 
man made a wnger with him for * Mg 
sum of money that he would not dare 
to do It after the lions had been starved 
for three days. The trainer considered 
for a moment and then accepted the 
wager, making only the condition that 
he be allowed to have three weeks- *f 
preparation. 

At tbe end of three week? the trainer 
announced that be wan ready, and tbe 
process of starving the Ilona ttegun 
The Englishman kept guards posted 
around the cage day and night to make 
certain that not a morsel of food should 
be given to tbe animals. At tbe expira¬ 
tion of the three days all Amsterdam 
rushed to the circus. The Ilona were 
maddened with hunger, ns any one 
could see and hear, for they roared 
continually, nnd tbelr attempts to 
break through the bars showed how 
angry they had become. In the height 
•f the uproar the trainer entered the 
cage with an Immense piece of l**ef in 
his arm*. < lie tossed It on the floor of 
the cage, raised his whip and, lo. not 
one lion dared to approach It. The 
mighty brutes lay crouched, roaring 
and growling so hard that their great 
frames shook, and each kept his ter¬ 
rific yellow eyes fixed hungrily on the 
meat Rut not one of them stirred. 

The trainer stooped, lifted the beef 
and toeeed It to them again, and In a 
moment the Hons were In a grout 
tawny hell, rending and snarling and 
tearing, with blond from the mangled 
beef spurting all over the cage. Th«* 
Englishman paid his bet and then tried 
to find nnt how tbe lion tamer bad in¬ 
quired such wonderful control over hla 
hensts.
